One characteris- 
tic episode occurred when Jerome 
asked Thaw to explain his hostility to 
Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, one of the 
state’s former alienist®. Thaw said he 
did not know exactly why he disliked 
Hamilton. It wag like the case of Dr. 
Fell, he added.

Another line of questions that made 
the witness knit his brows had to do 
with his relations with Evelyn Nesbit 
before their marriage Although it 
has been allegede that Thaw has 
brokén with his wife and that she Is 
aiding the Opposition, he showed a 
streng desire today to shield her name. 
The young woman herself arrived in 
the court room during thig part of the 
examination, and rewarded her hus- 
band’s evident consideration for her 
feelings with several radiant smiles. 

At the same time Thaw showed 
strong reluctgnce to letting his wife 
take the stand, and had his »‘ttorney 
invoke the privilege of confidential re- 
lations -to bar her. 

Susan Merrill, whow as the chief 
witness at Tuesday’s session, was in 
court today, but did not take the stand. 
Thaw swore that her most damaging 
charges against him were untrue. She 
probably will take the stand again 
later.

Washington, July 28.—After working 
for nearly three weeks at what proved 
to be one of the longest and most anx. 
ious tasks ever experienced in tariff 
building, the majority members of the 
conference committee on the Payne- 
Aldrich bill brought their labors to a 
sudden close at 6 o'clock tonight. 

Without a moment's delay, the senate 
and house leaders, whose names are 
carried by the bill, started away by 
automobile with the intention of lay- 
ing their report before President Taft, 
who had gone to Fort Myer to see 
what had been intended to be the last 
official aeroplane flight of the Wright 
brothers. 

Fail on Lumber and Gleves., 

AU day long the conferees had strug- 
gleq with the question of bringing 
down the house rates on gloves and the 
senate rates on jumber to figures thev 
felt would meet with executive ap- 
proval. In this effort they failed. 

Lumber was made dutiable at rates 
only a little below those named by the 
senate bill, and there was a very slight 
shading from the house rates on gloves 
of good quality. Although it was not 
admitted by the conferees, the general 
impression drawn from the hurried 
trip to Fort Myer was that Messrs. 
Aldrich ang Payne had been authog- 
ized by their colleagues to incorporate 
in the conference report such figures 
as could be agreed upon with the pres- 
ident, insofar as they came within 
range of what the leaders will be 
acceptable in the house and senate. 

Returning from the conference at 
Fort Myer, Messrs. Aldrich and Payne 
seemed to be entirely satisfied with 
the outcome of their mission, although 
neither would discuss the conclusions 
reached.

SUMMER SCHOOL CLOSES 
SUCCESSFUL SESSION 


Athens, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)— 
The University of Georgia summer 
school closes its summer session this 
week after the most successful session 
and the largest attendance that has 
been known inthe history of the 
school. 

Under the efficient direction of 
Superintendent T. J. Woofter the sum- 
mer school has grown from year to 
year and now is recognized as one of 
the best equipped institutions of learn- 
ing in the south. 

This year the summer school opened 
on the 29th of June and closed on the 
30th of July with a record attendance 
of 420 students, which is an increase 
of 65 over the enrollment of last year. 

And in addition to the larger at- 
tendance the students who have been 
at the school this year have discussed 
seriously the proposition of request- 
ing the legislature to provide for a 
longer session in the future and wi 
ask tO have the time extended to six 
or eight weeks instead of five. More 
students have remained at the school 
this year for the whole session than 
ever before and the opinion is unani- 
mous that the session should be 
lengthened. 

The general lecture course this year 
has been unusually instructive and has 
been of great benfit. Such eminent 
authorities as President Andrew M. 
Soule, of the State College of Agricul- 
ture; Dr. 8. C. Schmucker, of Chica- 
go; Dr. F. B. Losey and Dr. A. E. 
Winship, of Washington, D. C., lec- 
ured. 

The agricultural conference of the 
officials of the district agricultural 
schools of the staté was also in ses- 
sion during the term and the students 
enjoyed a number of talks from such 
prominent authorities as Mrs. Walter 
B. Hill and Professor W. H. Kil- 


patrick on school improvements. 

The faculty of the school has been 
increased in order to keep pace with 
the increased attendance and two new 
courses were instituted after the ses- 
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WIZE HEARING — (MONEY OUTLAY 
IN BANKRUPTCY} LESS Tis YEAR 


General Appropriation 
Important Developments| Bill Prepared--$500,000 
Bearing on Oliver Case. Decrease. 


Providing for a decrease of approx- 
imately $500,000 from that of last 
year, and totalling $5,000,000, the gen- 
eral appropriation bill, prepared by 
Chairman Jones, was yesterday com- 
pleted by the general appropriations 
committee of the house. The bill was 
unanimously passed by substitute, It 
will be taken up by the house at the 
conclusion of the consideration of the 
general tax act in the house. 

The work of preparing the bill and 
passing upon all amendments was com- 
pleted Tuesday. At the special ses- 
sion of the committee held yesterday 
there was only the formal vote to be 
taken, 

That the aggregate amount called for 
is considerably below that of last 
year, is a source of considerable 
gratification to Chairman Jones and 
those opposing increases all along the 
line. 

The appropriations for practically all 
of the state educational institutions, 
as provided for in this bill, are 
slightly increased, but the special ap- 
propriations of last year have been 
eliminated. The aggregate amount go- 
ing to these institutions is about $50,- 
000 less than that of last year. Be- 
sides this, a cut of $25,000 in the 
state house alone has been made. 
the request of Governor Brown, 
governor's contingent fund was 
from $30,000 to $15,000, while the pub- 
lic building fund was reduced from 
$35,000 to $25,000. There has been no 
raise in the appropriation for any 
state department provided for in this 
bill. 

Besides the consideration of this bill, 
the committee reported favorably on 
the bill appropriating $10,000 to the 
state entomologist for the purpose of 
fighting “black root’ in cotton in mid- 
dle and south Georgia. 


ROLAND ELLIS FIGHTS 
AGAINST SOFT DRINK TAX 


Coca-Cola; and other soft drinks 
figured in the house proceedings again 
yesterday, as though members were 
reluctant to cease the consideration 
of cooling drinks this hot weather. 

The question before the house was 
on the adoption of sub-sectian thirty- 
nine of the general tax act which im- 
posed a tax ‘‘upon all persons, firms 
or corporations operating soda fount- 
ains in thds state, the sum of $20 for 
each soda fountain operated.” An 
amendment proposed a tax of §10 upon 
each arm, in addition to the tax of 
$20 upon the fountain. The amend- 
ment was finally rejected, leaving the 
tax stand at $20 on the fountain. 

Ellis Riddles Meastre. 

Among the strongest arguments de- 
livered against the amendments  of- 
fered to put burdensome taxes upon 
the manufacturers of Coca-Cola and 
other Similar drinks, was that of Mr. 
| Ellis, of Bibb. 

He contended with great earnest- 
ness that a burdensome tax would not 
hurt the Coca-Cola company so much 
as it would bear with oppressive force 
upon the smaller manufacturers, who 
were less able to pay the tax. He 
said it would be unjust to all. 

During the long, bitter fight waged 
on Tuesday for a reconsideration of 
the levy of a flat tax of 10 cents on 
soda fountain sirups, Mr. Ellis said: 

“This should be entitled a bill to in- 
vite manufacturers to leave the state 
of Georgia and fly to sister. states, 
whose arms are open to receive them. 
It is an encouragement to them to set 
up their factories and invest their 
money In states which are more in- 
clined to encourage them and treat 


them fairly.” 
The tax was finally reduceq from 19 


cents to 5 cents a gallon.

If Mize’s Signature to Bank 
Partnership Contract Is 
Bona Fide, Depositors Will 
Receive Dollar for Dollar. 
Some Peculiar Conditions. 


Bainbridge, Ga., July 28.—(Special.) 
—~Interest in the Oliver gase is grow- 
ing more intense here and the promise 
of sensational developments ‘at the Mize 
bankruptcy proceedings which will be | 
held here tomorrow, has served to 
make the case practically the only 
topic of conversation in Bainbridge. 

The outcome of these proceedings 
means a great deal to the depositors 
of the defunct Bank of Climax, as they 
will probably receive dollar for dollar 
if Mize’s partnership with Oliver can be 
proved. The whole case rests upon the 
disputed signature of F. C. Mize to 
the contract which Oliver presents. 
Mize declares the signature to be a 
forgery. Judge Lane holds the paper 
or agreement between Oliver and Mize 
in which it states Mize is to be a 
silent partner in the Bank of Climax. 
until it is chartered, to share equally 
in all profits and losses. There was a 
stipulation also that Mize’s daughter 
should become cashier. It reserves 
the right for either party to back out 
after 10 days’ written notice to the 
other. This is the only loop-hole and 
it is not considered probable as Oliver 
would have to have the paper. The 
signature to the agreement is exactly 
like several others in the court’s pos- 
session. 

Mize will have to show why a eusto- 
dian shall not be appoigted. If he 
swears the agreement is a forgery and 
it is proven otherwise there is a fine 
of $2,000 and five years imprisonment. 

Witness Threatened.

Brown House, Macon, Ga., July 28.—- 
(Special.)—Twiggs county citizens 
have been strongly’ moved by the in- 
terest which has been taken in the 
improvements of roads, and during the 
past three weeks more has been ac- 
complished than has been done hAere- 
tofore in years. The main lines out 
of Bibb county reaching from Macon 
will have immediate care and will be 
put In splendid condition. Other roads 
will be constructed, chief among tnem 
being one from Dry Branch to Pike's 
Peak along the right of way of the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah railway. 

At a meeting last week at the of- 
fices of the American Clay Company at 
Dry Branch more than twenty-seven 
business men and farmers were gath- 
ered and half a million in capital was 
represented. This meeting was called 
by order of the chairman, D. S. Faulk, 
of the commissioners for roads and 
revenues. At the meeting were the 
board of commissioners, consisting of 
Chairman D. 8. Faulk, J. T. Bond, J. 
W. Jones, B. C. Tharpe, 8S. W. Yopp 
and Secretary J. W. Johnson, together 
with S. E, Jones, WV. C. Faulk, J. W. 
Bryant, M. C. Kitclis, H. A. Burk- 
ett, P. W. Martin, Cecil Morgan, Y. A. 
Gresham, J. C. Shannon, Sr., T. 8S. 
Tharpe and Superintendent of Roads 
J. W. Walters. 

J.C. Shannon was elected chairman 
and T. S. Tharpe secretary. Enthusi- 
astic discussions of ways and means 
for improving the roads, bridging 
water courses, etc. were made by 
Messrs. J. C. Shannon, P. W. Martin, 
Y. A. Gresham, J. H. Johnson, Cecil 
Morgan and others, after which the 
following committees were named by 
the chairman: 

Committee to inspect road leading 
from Dry Branch to Nelson Place, and 
from Dry Branch to Pikes Peak via 
American Clay Company and Atlanta 
Mining and Clay Company, and to rec- 
ommend such changes and improve- 
ments as they deemed necessary: J. 
T. Bond, chairman; B. C. Tharpe and 
J. W. Jones, county commissioners, 
and H. A. Burkett, T. 8. Tharpe, J.

YOUNG WHITE MAN 


But for the intervention of two 
citizens ang Call Officers Wood and 
West, Colon P. Williams, aged 20 
years, son of A. N. Williams, the san- 
itary inspector, of 324 Ormond street, 
would have fared very badly at the 
hands of a mob, over a hundred in- 
dignant negroes, yesterday afternoon 
at 5:30 o’clock, near the corner of El- 
lis and Butler streets.

Issuing bonds, employing a competent road engineer and substituting 
method for guess work is the only remedy for this unfruitful situation. 

The counties that thus take advantage of their quota of felony convicts 
will be the counties that head the roll in Georgia during the next decade.

CAMPAIGNING FOR HEALTH IN GEORGIA. 


In one respeet, at least, Georgia promises to lead the southern states, 
and that is, in the matter of inaugurating and maintaining a state-wide 
crusade against the deadly house-fly. . 

The probability is supplied in the recent actien of the “fly committee” of 
the State Medical Association. In a meeting in this city a day or two ago, 
these public-spirited physicians adopted resolutions demonstrating in plain 
terms the menace of the fly, and providing for cooperation with the state 
board of health in his extermination. 

In its sensible campaign against this threat to the community health, 
Atlanta has set the remainder of the state a salutary example. 

In a measure, at any rate, we are curbing its potentialities for death 
and disease by putting the lid on garbage cans and stipulating water-tight 
receptacles for stable by-products and the unspeakable “earth-closets” with 
which certain portions of the city yet abound. 

Adoption of some modification of these provisions~by the towns and 
counties in Georgia, together with the enforcement of strict regulations 
against stream and soil pollution, would inaugurate a new era of health 
in Georgia. 

It should be easier to enforce sanitary precautions in a small than 
a large community. The objection of expense is exploded, when it is borne 
in mind that the deceased death-rate for one year would more than com- 
pensate for the tirst cost of such improvements. 

We need, too, more rigorous enforcement of laws against stream and 
soil contamination in this state. These unhygienic practices are responsible 
for seven-tenths of preventable deaths in Georgia. 

And, especially in the matter of stream pollution, one community ob- 
serving due precautions may be penalized by disease for the transgressions 
of another less conscientious community far distant.

VIEWS ON HELL 


Believes First Statement 
on Future Punishment 
Was Misundertsood. 


Rev. C. N. Donaldson, pastor of the 
Inman Park Baptist church, has sent 
to The Constitution a statement in 
regard to what he had to say about 
hell and future punishment in The 
Constitution on June 29.

tfsan issues of matters so directly con- 

cerning the welfare of the people, but 

if they wanted to make it so, he was 

prepared to meet them on that basis. 
Perry Against It. 

Senator Perry opposed biennial ses- 
sions. Scarcely any measures are acted 
upon at the first session, he sald, but 
they are introduced and the people, as 
well as the legislators. have twelve 
Months in which to reflect upon them 
and reach conclusion as to their value. 
Annual sessions, he asserted, keep 
power close to the people; they can 
only be heard in behalf of their own 
government through their legislature. 
Biennial sessions would be welcomed 
by the enemies of the people, because 
they would result in a suspension of 
government and of regulation for a 
period of two years, 

Senatcr Irwin opposed the bill, say- 
ing there was no demand for it except 
on the part of a few newspapers, some 
of which had, perhaps, been hit by leg- 
islation. He declared that Georgia lost 
nothing through annual] sessions; that 
they in no wise interfered with the 
business of the state. 

Favored by Mathews. 

Senator Mathews favored biennial 
sessiong lasting seventy-five days. He 
denied that biennial sessions would in 
any way endanger the public interests; 
they would afford ample opportunity 
for all needed legislation. Biennial 
sessions, he said, would result in bring- 
ing better men to the legislature, as 
they would lose less time from their 
business, . 

Senator Harrell spoke jin opposition 
to biennia) sessions, and advocated 
annual sessions of thirty days each, 

A Sixty-Day Seasion., 

Senator Gordy called the previous 
question, and all the amendments were 
voted down with the exception of that 
by Senator Gordy making the length 


of the biennial sessions sixty days, | 


instead of fifty, which wags adopted by 
a vote of !9 to 13. 

The debate in favor of the bill was 
closed by Senators Womble, Griffith 
and Slater. They all repelled the sug- 
gestion that the people are not com- 
petent or equal to the task of express- 
ing their will on thig matter at the 
polls. They strongly defended the bill 
and appealed for its passage. The vote 
was taken with the result stated. 


Other Matters in Senate. 
President Slaton introduced a resolu- 
tion providing for an exchange by the 
state of six acres of land in Cobb 
county adjoining the McCravey Or- 


phans’ home, for six acres adjoining 
the right-of-way of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. It is set forth that 


the latter tract is more valuable to 
the state on account of its proximity to 
the railroad. The resolution author- 
izing the governor to make the ex- 
change was referred to the Western 
and Atlantic committee.

|U. S. STEEL PROBLEM 


HAS BEEN soabdbicans 4 


Increase of Dividend in Steel 
and Spurt of Union Pacific 
Are Discussed. 


New York, July 28.—Incidents con- 
sidered by speculators of most import- 
ance were the increage in the dividend 
of United States Steel stoeks and the 
rise in the Union Pacific today to above 
the long predicted price of 200. In the 
case of the dividend on United States 
Steel, the compromise rate of 4% of 1 
per cent for the quarter was consid- 
ered an adroit settlement of a per- 
plexing problem, as between the con- 
tention for the restoration of the four 
per cent annual rate and the retention 
of the 2 per cent rate. The four per 
cent rate would have been feared in 
conservative quarters as precipitatg 
and as leaving nothing more in the 
immediate future for the speculative 
imagination, while the retention of the 
2 per cent rate might have weakened 
the effect of the professed confidence 
in the future growth of earnings. 
Professional operators have felt that 
the price of United States Steel was 
likely to react even with an increase 
in the dividend to a four per cent 
rate. Buying to cover the shorts, put 
out on this theory, constituted an ele- 
ment Gn the strength not only of 
United States Steel, but of other 
favorite speculative stocks. Satisfac- 
tion with the quarterly report on the 
earnings of the United States Steel 
corporation was not unmixed. The 
$29,341,000 of earnings for the quarter 
are seen to be, with the exceptions of 
last year, the year of depression in 
1904, and the year 1901, when the cor- 
poration was formed, the smallest 
earnings reported for the correspond- 
ing quarter in any year. kn the mat-

Little Rock, Ark., July 28.—After 
being spirited away tn an automobile 
last night, W. Y. Ellis, of Pine Bluff, 
Ark., who shot and almost instantly 
killed Nathaniel P. Willis, a wealthy 
merchant of Indianapolis, Ind., in the 
circuit court room late yesterday 
afternoon, has been returned to the 
Pulaski county jail./ Although the 
shooting has occasioned great excite- 
ment, there is no Ganger of violence | 
of an: kind.

be taken for interment. 

A coroner's inquest was held ti4 
the body of Willis late last night, 
verdict finding that the killing was 
unjustifiable and recommending that 
Eliis be held on a charge of murder, 
being returned. The formal charge of 
murder was preferread against Ellis 


today. 

A graphic story of the sensational 
shooting and the events which led up 
to it is told by United States Senator 
Jeft Davis, over whose shoulder Ellis 
fired the first shot at his victim. In 
speaking of the shooting, Senator 
Davis said: 

“I was employed by Mr. Willis’ in 
April, 1907, to file habeas corpus pro-, 
ceedings for the possession of his 
daughter, Mary, who was then five 
years old. The suit went against us | 
in the lower court and was sustained 
by the supreme court. 

“Mr. Willis cheerfully bowed to | 
this decision, which also stipulated 
that he might visit his child at reason- : 
able times in Pine Bluff, as she was 
there in the custody of her uncle. He 
had not seen his child for nearly two | 
vears when he came to me this time 
and asked me to secure a modification 
of the order, so that he might have 
the little girl here with him in Little 
Rock for ten days, giving a bond of 
$5,000 to insure her safe return to her 
uncle, The order was granted by 
Judge Fulk. 

“Ellis came into my office yesterday 
morning greatly excited and wanted | 
to know about the case, I reasoned | 
with him and told him to see his law- | 
yers. I believe that he was armed 
then. In the courtroom he appeared | 
very nervous. I heard someone cry: 
‘Don’t do that,’ and saw Ellis aiming | 
| his pistol, with both hands across the 
table, at Willis. I cried out to him, 
asking if he wanted to shoot me just 
as he fired and as the clerk of the 
court grappled with him. 

“He again took deliberate aim and | 
fired a fatal shot at Willis, who was | 
trying to crouch behind the door-jam 
to escape him.’
